other big railroads leading' out of New 
York have issued notices to make re- 
trenchments. . 


This action is chiefly ,due to the Jail- 


ing off in freight brought about by the 
^uncertainties of the business situation. 
Officials says that shippers seem to be 
limiting themselves to the necessities 
of the next three months and are ap- 
parently awaiting the outcome of the 


• election. 


The New York Central, while not 


laying off men to so great an extent as 
the Pennsylvania did, has dispensed, 
-with many men in the freight train 
service, as well as sonic of the handlers 
in the principal yards between here 
and Buffalo. 
A large number of the 


freight trains are made up only as they 
»re wanted, and hence there are natur- 
ally many idle crews whenever the 
freight movement slackens much, as is 
the case at present. 


The chief engineer's force both in 


the offices and in the field has been re- 
duced from 30 to 25 per cent. Third 
Vice President Webb denied Thursday 
that there will be.any general reduc- 
tion in forces. "There is no iuten- 
•tion," he said, "of making the retrench- 
ments apply to all departments. Strict 
economy has been practiced for some 
time past in every department, but .the 
present reductions apply mainly to the 
tfreight train service, where men are 
employed only as they are needed to 
handle the traffic. While business is 
light as is the case at the present time, 
^ol course;spine.of the men are laid off." 


> Vice President Mellin, of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford, issued 
juj order to make all possible retrench- 
ments in every branch of the operating 
department consistent with the efficient 
handling of business. 
This order ap- 
plies not only to the old New Haven 
road, but to the Old Colony, and it 
throws out of work scores of men. The 
/reduction of expenses'was due to the 
falling off in freight. 
, 


The New Jersey Central has reduced 


ita freight train force slightly to con- 
form to the smaller volume of busi- 
ness, but it will not make any general 
cat in other departments. Second Vice 
President Merritt, of the Erie, said 
tursday that this company won't 'make 
any socalled retrenchments after the 
fashions of some roads. The road is al- 
ways run as economically as possible 
regardless of whether busin-ss is dull 
or Nourishing.

.Chicago, Aug-. 22.—Although every 


effort has been made to avoid a publi- 
cation o£ the fact through the secular 
press, it has developed that the cele- 
brated German ritual case, which twu 
years ago threatened to 
split 
the 


Knights of Pythias asunder, and which 
in point of fact brought about a seces- 
sion of several German lodges and cou7 
siderablc 
consequent 
litigation, is 


again U^be a bone of contention at the 
biennial'meeting of the supreme lodge, 
which is on the eve of assembling at 
Cleveland. It also transpires that a 
few weeks ago Past Supreme Chancel- 
lor Howard Douglas held a secret court 
in this city to investigate charges 
against three German past chancellors, 
Charles1 T. Loehr, of Richmond, Va.; 
Henry "VVallenvoss, of Louisville, and 
Tred Huchman, of this city, and who 
on the oath of ex-Supreme Chancellor 
W. W. Blackwell, of Kentucky, were 
alleged to have manifested disloyality 
to the order in the controversy over 
the printing of the rituals in other than 
the English language. 
Only ex- Chan- 


cellor liuchman put in an appearance. 
the others cited contenting themselves 
•with written replies. The inquiry was 
an exhaustive one, and it is understood 
upon good authority that Commissionei 
Douglass will be compelled to report 
that the decision of the supreme lodge 
has been systematically ignored and 
violated. 'This report will bring up the 
issue anew, and a bitter fight, between 
the English and German members is 
again inevitable. 


Inquiry among local Pythians leads 


to the conclusion that the•Crertnan ele 
inent is prepared to go to.nny extremes 
rather than submit to the decrees 
the supreme lodge that their proceed- 
ings shall be conducted in English. 
Representative German members of the 
order, and among whom aye some high 
city officials and politicians, make no 
bones of the '/act that in . 'inois, umlui 
the shadow of the grand Judge oiticus, 
tbe regarding the use of. tl-e English 
ritual bus been absolutely ignored and 
that not. only have the lodges been 
opened arid closed and the ranks of the 
order been conferred in German, but 
that the officers have been installed in 
the same language. One of those ad- 
mitting this fact is si. deputy of the 
grand chancellor of Illinois, who bus 
charge of no less than six German 
lodges. It transpires that ihesupreme 
chancellor, Walter B. Richie, has re- 
peatedly notified the grand chancellors 
of Illinois that, it is notorious that the 
law has been openly violated, and has 
called upon them to enforce this re- 
quirement, but thai all these represen- 
tations have been received with scorn. 
A representative member of the order 
said Friday: "The 
forthcoming su- 


preme lodge must settle this question 
once for all. Either the law must be 
abrogated or it must be enforced. The 
present situation simply is that here in 
Illinois as well as in other states a 
large and influential seftion of tho 
membership is in a condition of disloy- 
alty if not, of actual rebellion to tho su- 
preme decrees. This condition of 
fairs cannot, oont.iiuic unchecked. 
responsibility :nuj>t be met one Wii 
the other."
